Preservation or Wood. 

As the question. has often been asked. 
What will preserve wood from decay? I 
would say that there a>e a great many 
ways, and several patents have been is 
sued therefor. With but little ex peri 
ence extended solely to this subject, but' 
with somewhat careful reading from 
hieh and cood authority, I will give the 
various processes for saving timber; but 
particularly the bottom timber of our 
houses. As insects trouble our timber 
but little, we baveno difficulty with them. 
What we want is protectiou from wet 
rot, and dry rot. They are often con- 
fused with one another, but they should 
be distinguished in the following: 

Wet rot, ia the rotting of unseasoned 
timber, by what we may call the fermen- 
tation and aubftequent putrefaction of ita 
own sap. 

Dry rot is a similar result produced 
by causes external to the timber itself, a 
humid atmosphere and want of ventila- 
tion. — being however almost always, if

lent* residence, worth $3,000 totally 
burned and destroyed, twice drafted, and 
altogether suffered a heavy pecuniary 
loss, to say nothing of tbe nieuial anxie- 
ty, of myself, wife and children, nor of 
the humiliating arrest, and transportation 
under strong guard, as a criminal. 

And all this trouble, affliction, loss 
and bumiliiflion grew out of my firm re 
! solve to cast my lortunes with the demo 



cratic party. I was governed by a con- 
viction of judgment that it was my duty, 
as a Southern man, desiriug tbe welfare 
of the South, and to uphold her coobti- 
tutional rights, to act with the democrat 
ic party. I could have joined the op 
posite party, and thus prevented such 
sacrificea as I have endured, but with tuy 
then convictions of duty, it wouid have 
been dishonorable, because insincere. 
And when the war was raging fiercely,

THE COMMON SCHOOL LAW 

A few Word* about Ita Defecta by 
Tea. 



To the Editor of the Louisville Ledger: 

The duty of bringing before the teach- 
ers and people of our State tbe defects 
in our common school law, and of sug 
gestiog some remedy for them, haa been 
assigned to me. It is with diffidence I 
undertake the obligation, especially since 
so much importance is properly attached 
to the correct education of the masses of 
a free people, and since the* subject it- 
self is burdeucd with so many and weighty 
difficulties. I am induced to make this 
effort by the well-founded hope that 
others better able to do tbe work will 
enter freely into the discussion. The 
writer does not wish to be considered a 
fault finder, a moat ungracious position; 
the framers of the present law did the 
best they could; the common schools, 
worked under the law, have accomplish- 
ed nearly as raueh in proportion to the 
revenue as in any other State in the 
Union; tbe legislators deserve credit for 
doing so much. They gave tbe first 
touches to the ashler, a very difficult 
work to do well; they certainly do not 
think the law perfect, and are doubtless 
as auxious as we are to have it improved; 
nor do I consider myself able to suggest 
a perfect law, but will venture to express 
the opinion that there are many defecta 
in the law which may and should be 
remedied. The common school laws of 
every State in the Union are liable to 
nearly the same objec'ions which I will 
venture to make to our own : 

First; The law is too complicated. 
Simplicity of parts and of combination is 
essential to perfection of action in any 
machinery. The more complex the ma 
chine the greater the demand on there 
sources of the motor to overcome inertia 
and friction, as well as the most costly, 
and the greater the necessity for skill in 
the engineer. 

Second, The law does not require a 
teacher's skill where it is necessary. Do 
men call for trained lawyers to treat the 
diseases of their children ? The present 
Ww provides for a lawyer, a doctor, or a 
preacher, any one not a teacher, to per 
form ooe of the* most difficult functions 
of a teacher, vie : To determine a man 
or woman's capacity as a teacher; hav- 
ing a "fair English education," which in 
tbe law is the distinguishing feature of 
a county commissioner's cbaraoter, and 
knowing how to teach, are entirely dif 
ferent: to possess knowledge in memory 
and in reason are very different condi- 
tions; to impart ei'her or both of these 
to the young, or to be able to do ao, is as 
far removed from either as tbe practice 
of medicine is from the most perfect 
koowledge of anatomy. Tbe commis- 
sioner provided for by the law is required 
to carry this "fair Euglisb education" as 
a lamp to light up the pathway of tbe 
poor teacher in the school room, and to 
permit its rays to penetrate the darkened 
recesses of the tutor's mine in a "teach- 
ers' institute." "If tbe blind (uncon- 
scious) lead the blind (conscious) both 
will fail into the ditch." Certainly tbe

for this purpqse that are too costly for 
practice on a small scale. For instance, 
the process of Kyaniring, performed by 
soaking timber in a solution of chluride 
of mercury. This is a dangerous poison, 
and the men employed in the work be- 
come subject to salivation, ajid thus a 
practical difficulty arose. Another ob- 
jection was its cost, it was too expensive 
to be used efficiently at a paying price 
for the market. 

Another method was soaking in a so- 
lution of sulphate of copper, the blue 
vitrol of commerce. This ia too costly 
for small parcels. Burnetising, another 
plan is a solution of chloride of tine. 
This hardens the wood, but does not 
protect it from the effects of the atmos- 
phere. 

Yet, still another process is carried on 
by using two solutions in succession, sul- 
phate of iron aod carbonate of soda, 
which will form oxide of iron in the 
pores of the wood. 

There ia a difference in timber ia re 
gard to its durability. Tbe piles of old 
London bridge, were of elm, and after 
being driven into the ground under water 
for 800 years, those that were removed 
in the course of erection of the new 
bridge were as sound as when they were 
first driven. 

Here is another process which has ob 
tained over all others, and has been used 
in Europe with great success" for over 
twenty years, the cause of decay in wood 
is simply found iu tbe different substances 
of which the wood is composed, its al- 
bumen parts act as yeast to all theothers 
and excite fermentation, which finally 
ends in the destruction of the entire wood. 
The great cost and consequent neglect of 
trying to save our timber has been obvi- 
ated by Dr. Karmrodt, for by it the tim 
ber can be prepared in the woods, and no 
machinery is necessary. 

Muriate of barytes when applied to 
the end of a log of wood, will quickly 
force itself through all the pores, with 
out any artificial pressure, driving tbe 
sap oat at the other end ; then if a so 
lution of sulphate of copper is applied, 
the following chemical process takes 
place: By the action of the muriate of 
barytes, tbe sulphuric acid combinations 
of the wood becomes fixed, the more 
easily soluble elements disappearing, and 
results in the formation of the more dif 
ficult soluble salts of baruim. If a so 
lution of sulphate of copper (blue vitrol) 
is then applied, a considerable number 
of combinations is formed, especially 
sulphate of barytes insoluble iu water 
and which cannot be washed atcay, while 
the oxide of copper formerly contained 
in the sulphate of copper enters into a 
chemical combination with the other or- 
ganic substances, gray colored spots con 
taining chloride of copper, finally ap 
pear in tbe wood, proviug the successful 
termination of the operation. This can be 
done at any season of the year when 
frost will net affect the free running of 
the aap. Thn months between April 
and October being best for tbe purpose.

room, yet the law makes oo proper pro- 
vision for gaining this eud. Observe. I 
am not speakiog of our present cominis 
sioners, but of the one provided for in the 
law. 

Third. Too many agents are employed 
in attaining a single end. "Too many 
cooks spoil the broth." Three trustees, 
one commissioner, and one teacher, all 
with clashing interests and prejudices, 
tugging in different directions at the 
same time. There are four times as 
many officers provided for as are wanted. 

Fourth. None of the offices provided 
for have a sufficient income to induce 
competent men to desire them. This 
evil caonot be entirely corrected with the 
present revenue, but can be greatly 
mitigated. 

Fifth. The system possesses no unify- 
ing principle. 

Sixth. The system is wanting in con- 
stitutional checks, by which the variable 
activities of the parts may be kept in 
their respective orbits. 

Seventh. It establishes offices without 
incomes ; then proposes to punish the 
man who fails, nobly attempting to dis- 
cbarge its duties. 

Eighth. It places certain powers in 
the hands of trustees, who, as interested 
parties, however competent, should not 
be expected to act wisely. 

Ninth. It very wisely provides for an 
annual association, with well defined ends 
to be gained ; then unwisely fails to prd 
vide the ways and .means. The same 
objection applies, with even greater force 4 
to the provision for teachers' institutes. 

Tenth. It does not provide employ- 
ment for the teachers for the whole year, 
as it should do. 

Eleventh. It puts teaching in the mar- 
ket to be bartered for, and to bo sold to 
the lowest bidder. 

Objections have been taken to the 
method of disbursing the school fnnd. 
This is a subject which I have not in- 
vestigated. 

Having written concirely what I deem 
the defects in our common school system. 
I expect to suggest a remedy in my next 
paper; remarking that *I will not even 
hope for corople success, but trusting 
some good will follow my efforts in this 
enterprise, and'expecting such interest 
will be taken by teachers and ethers that 
our next Legislature may be induced to 
make an effort to improve tbe present 
law. Teachers, one aod all, of common, 
high, and private schools end colleges, 
let us appeal to you to study the wanta 
of our common schools, and make such 
suggestions as you may thiok proper, 
either through the press (certainly every 
paper in the State is willing to devote a 
small space to these interests, of such 
peculiar concern to them) or by private 
communication to the chairman, or any 
other member of the committee appoint 
ed by tbe Teachers' Annual Association, 
to investigate this subject. The Asso- 
ciation adjourned to meet the second 
Tuesday in next August. Y'ou can pot 
begin to work too soon. A.

auy amount ot military force, ao long a- 
measures arc agitated in Congress aod 
discussed in the press which are calcula 
ted to irritate the Southern' people aod 
soootented and restless. 
ox miaappreheods the real 
nature of the Kuklux bill. Its essential 
design is not to restore peace and quiet 
at the South, and to allay disconteut and 
disorder. This is only an incidental and 
comparatively unimportant part of the 
business. Tiie first purpose or suspend 
iog the civil law in that part of the coun 
try and sending down soldiers, is to force 
the Republicans of those States to ap 
point delegates to the approaching 
National Convention of that party who 
will be in favor ol the renomioation of 
Grant. Next, the elections there are to 
be controlled by military means, so that 
tbe electoral votes of these States will be 
secured for Grant, whatever may be the 
wishes of the majority of their citizens 
To carry out these designs, General Cox 
can very well understand that an army of 
one hundred thousand men will not be 
required. Probably a force of twenty 
thousand will suffice. But if tbe next 
President should happen to be chosen in 
that way, how will the rest of the coun 
try like it ? And what will General Cox 
say and do then ?

Tbe question of reviving the whippiog 
post as a punishment for a certain class 
of offenses, is seriously discussed by the 
Chicago Times, and other influential 
papers. Revolting as the idea of public 
whipping is, it ia a matter of serious 
doubt whether it would not have a re- 
straining influence in obstinate cases that 
will not yield to the milder treatment of 
imprisonment. Whipping would be 
peculiarly adapted to the punishment of 
wile-beaters. Where a roan has fallen 
so low, or is naturally so brutal, as to 
habitually maltreat bis wife, he is in 
sensible to the shame of imprisonment, 
and nothing but the .lash will impress 
him with a realizing sense of the enor- 
mity of his offense. It does no good to 
fine and imprison these creatures, for in 
nine cases out of ten the wife has to pay 
the fine, thus depriving herself and chil- 
dren of food and raiment to atone for 
the injuries and indignities heaped upon 
her by a drunken husband. It would be 
better to trice up tbe offender in som«; 
public place, and give him a generous 
dozen, or three dozen if necessary, on 
bis naked back. Then, at least as long 
as the stripes remained, the remembrance 
of the physical pain would have a whole- 
some and restraining influence oo tbe 
natural brutality of his disposition 
Humanitarianism is well enough when 
dealing with men. but savage heaats can 
only be subdued by the lasb.

"A shoestring is a good thine. "With 
whst intense admiration have w« watched 
• shoemaker making a strinp out of a 
circular piece of leather. And when be 
rubbed a little dubbing over the string, 
twisted it on bis knee and made it slick 
and round, admiration swelled into 
•nsseneDt and delight. But leather 
shoestrings have gone out of fashion. A 
few elderly gentleruen aad some impe- 
euuioua negro wen still cling to them, 
but females of all complexion laugh 
them to scorn. 

"If a bbocstring is a good thing, at 
will he argued that the louger the string 
the better thing it is. The proposition 
admits of debate. A sermou, lor in 
stance, is oi'teo as good as the majority 
of fcLoesiriags, bat no one will contend 
that the longer the sermon the better the 
sermon. If we look deeplj into the 
matter, we?hall find that long shoestrings 
are the curse of this eountry. 

"Let us thorefore look deeply into the 



"There are thirty millions of people 
in the United States. Of these, at least 
twelve millions are wemen and children, 
who wear long aud generally rotten cot 
ton shoestrings. The few who ci.n af 
ford to wear button gaiters may be 
thrown out of the account. Now it taken 
a woman ten minutes to lace up her 
gaiters, and, as children are restless, it 
takes muoh longer to lace their gaiters — 
say twenty minute*. 

"This will be thought an overestimate 
But if we reflect that- shoes have to be 
changed several times a day — for no lady 
riQ wear the same shoes in the street 
that she wears in the house — and if ws 
remember that ohildren s strings are al 
ways either getting untied or getting in 
bard knots, we shall find that the esti- 
mate is a moderate one. Fifteen iu mutes, 
morning and evening, make half su hour 
a day wasted by each woman and child 
in lacing and unlacing shoestrings. Men, 
meanwhile, average tbree second to each 
boot or shoe — say twelve seconds in the 
twenty-four hours. 

"Twelve million half hours make six 
million hours. Time is money. But 
women's time is not worth much money. 
We will say then that each hour of wo- 
men's time is worth one cent. Six mil 
lions of cents and sixty thousand dollars 
wasted every day of the world by the. 
women and children of this natiou. 
There are three hundred and thirteen 
working days in the year. Three hun- 
dred and thirteen times sixty thousand 
dollars? make— what do you suppose? 
Why, eighteen millions, aud seven hun- 
dred and eigth* thousand dollars — say, 
m ra^M numbed, nineteen millions of 
ddnars wasted per annum upon this non 
eeaselactng and unlacing long rotten cot- 
ton shoestriogs.

I have teen it stated somewhere, with 
what truth I care not to inquire, that 
when the -Great Napoleon" died at St. 
Helena, bia heart wan removed' before 
bis Interment, with *> design of preserv 
ing it as a most f tting memento of the 
great deeds which its restless impure 
bad suggested — as a trophy, also, it may 
not perhaps be unfair to suggest, cherish 
ed by Wellington and bis associates, just 
as some successful Indian chief would 
cherish the scalp of some warlike antag 
ouial whom he deemed a foe, and worthy 
of his scalping knife.

Railroad Monopolies. 

The Jackson Whig and Tribune says: 

"Both Memphis and Nashville are 
pretty considerably stirred up at the 
pre^eut time by the movements of tbe 
Railroad Kings, which promise to flank 
each of them out of a large proportion of 
the trade and traffic they now enjoy, and 
out of all, or nearly all of what they 
fondly supposed they had in prospect. * 
Nashville is exercised by the grasping 
disposition of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad aompany's proposition to 
lease the Nashville and Decatur Rail- 
road for a term of thirty years. The 
Louisville company ha\e already con- 
tracted to finish what is known as tbe 
North and South Road, from Decatur, to 
.Elyton, Ala , in the direction of Mont- 
gomery, by which Nashville will occupy 
the position of a 'way station' on the 
great 'thcough route' from North to 
South. The fears of both Memphis and 
Nashville are, no doubt, well founded, 
and all old fogyism must be promptly 
discarded by tbem if they do not intend 
to be left as monuments of the folly 
which characterizes them at the present 
day. It will take herculean efforts on 
the part of each of those chief cities of 
the State, to save them from utter and 
hopeless commercial and pecuniary ruin. 
Tbe time for decided action is at hand, 
and no time is to be lost.

in Washington on the 19th inst., finally 
concluded to" issue a national address, 
which should cover in a general manner 
all the political questions at issue up to 
the present time. The Southern Demo- 
crats had no opinions to offer, but left 
everything to be made up by their North- 
ern brethren. The address was not to 
be issued until after the passage ef the 
pending Ka KIux bill. It will set forth 
that the Democracy fully abides by all 
the questions settled by the passage of 
the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments, 
and that there is no disposition to dis- 
pute any of the legal consequences which 
may follow from the same ; thence, 
touching upon what the questions in- 
volved Iu the propositions are, it will 
conclude with an indictment of the entire 
policy of the Republican party ; it will 
set forth that the Republican party has 
entirely failed to subserve the material 
interest of the country; that in the pur 
suit of abstractions it has allowed cor- 
ruptions to accumulate, and monopolies 
to become so powerful that the liberties 
of the people are endangered; that the 
Republican Administrations have been 
but for a single purpose, and that for the 
aggrandizement of the black race; •gh.at. 
in the meantime, political privileges and 
rights had been abridged to the whites, 
even at tho expense of the constitutional 
guaranties. 

That the States no longer exercise 
their proper political influence, but that 
centralization is growing to such a fear 
ful extent that even intelligent Republi
